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VACCINATION OF 
CHOOL CHILDREN 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Muench Decides Case for Board 
of Education Brought by Dr. 
M. Ottofy. 





FIRST DECISION OF KIND 





Physician Refused to Have Three 
Children Inoculated—Martin 
Case Pending. 





The Board of Education has the right 
tc require that children attending the 
rublic schools be vaccinated, accord- 
ing to a lengthy opinion handed down 
by Judge Muench in the Circuit Court 
Monday. 

Dr. L. M. Ottofy had applied for an in- 
junction restraining the Board of Edu- 
cation from .enforcing ‘the vaccination 
rule. In his petition he set forth that 
his children, Justine, 8 years old, and 
Frances, 7, had been excluded from the 
William Clark School since October 
because he would not permit them to 
be externally vaccina‘ed. 

First Ruling on Case 

Muench’s decision sustains a 
demurrer made by E. M. Grossman, at- 
torney for the Board of Education. It 
is the first court ruling on the subject 
since the Missouri Anti-Compulsory 
Vaccination League was. organized 
about a year ago and it is believed it 
will establish a precedent for several 
other cases now pending in the Circuit 
Court. 

In his decision, Judge Muench 

“The plaintiff assails the rule on the 
compulsory vaccina- 
tion is unreasonable and oppressive be- 
cause it does not tend to improve or 
beneiit the physical or mental condition 
of the child, but subjects it to danger 
of tetanus. 

He also contends that there has not 
been for years any general epidemic of 
smallpox and that when occurring it 
would be confined to small districts of 
this large city. 

“The apt reply to these Suggestions is 
that the occurrence of isolated cases 
cf nonresult or disastrous result ffom 
a given remedy cannot be relied on as 
ground for total rejection of the rem- 
edy and that, if the city enjoys com- 
parative immunity from the plague of 
smallpox, that happy condition may not 
illogically be attributed to consistent en- 
forcement of rules requiring universal 
vaccination. Relaxation in the applica- 
tion of the rule would soon result in the 
existence of a large body of children 
who, through lack of immunity, would 
form a distinctly dangerous field for the 
development and spread of this dread 
disease. 

Believes in Vaccination. 

“It goes Without saying and is proven 
by “laws enacted by many states and 
many enlightened countries of the old 
world that in the opinion of a vast ma- 
jority of educated people vaccination by 
external application of virus is an ef- 
fective and dependable prophylactic. 

‘“‘Administrative boards may and must 
adopt such regulations as in the light 
of present day science as best suited 
to secure the greatest good to the great- 
est number. In the exercise of such 
sound and honest diseretion they will 
not be disturbed by this court.”

Shrinkage of Nearly $1,000,- 
000 in Values of Stocks 
and Bonds Follows An- 


nouncement of Ruling. 


A decision in the city’s favor and 
against the United Railways Co., in the 
litigation more 
than eight years and involving more 
than $2,000,000, was given Monday 
Circuit Judge Fisher. A shrinkage in the 
market price of the company’s stocks 
and bonds amounting for the entire issue 
to $1,000,000 followed the annonucement 
of the decision. 

The suit was for $51,438.29, due the city 
mill-tax ordinance for the 
firs. quarter of 1910, and amounting, 
with interest, to $66,967.90. Judge Fish- 
er’s decision was the first in which pay- 
ment has been ordered by a Bt. Louis 
court after consideration of the tax or- 
dinance on its merits. The judgment 
was for the full amount claimed by the 
city. The opinion was oral. 

City Counselor Walther told a Post-

month ago, then was married to him, came to a weird climax yesterday. 
Noble and his bride were found dead in each other’s arms in their apart- 
ment at 82 West Twelfth street, where they first found refuge when a 
storm of denunciation, publicity and ridicule was sweeping around them. 


They had ended their lives. 


Both were only partly clad, their bod- 
jes prone on the bare floor, their heads 
placed directly in front of the open door 
of a kitchen gas range with all its cocks 
deadly 
The 
woman was lying with her head pillowed 


turned on and a flood of the 
vapor sweeping over their faces. 


in the arm of the boy, her eyes closed, 
as if she had been content, while 
stared out, and 
apart as if he had toward the end made 
an effort to cry out. 

The discovery of the tragedy was made 

by the mother of Mrs. Suydam, Mrs. 

Grace Hoffman White of 1 Lexington 
avenue. With Patrolman Thomas Bren- 
nan and David Serviss, the proprietor of 
the apartment house, she had entered 
her daughter's rooms, past barricades 
that had been placed against the door. 

She arrived-at her daughter's house in 
her big motor car, agitated and alarmed. 
There had been much in h_ daughter's 
actions of late to warn her that suicide 
might be in the distracted ycung wom- 
an's mind. 

Had Tried lt a Day Before. 

Indeed, she knew that both her daugh- 
ter and Noble had made an attempt at 
suicide in their rooms only a little more 
than 24 hours before. They had drunk 
poison, but the doses they took were 
#0 Insufficient that when the medical 
aid came which, it is said, Mrs. Suy- 
dam herself telephoned for, it was de- 
clined. 

Cut off from a normal place in their 
own social worlds, which had Been 
widely differeut, isolated, the youth 
grown aimless and discouraged toward 
finding employment leading him to any 
sort of career, thrown upon eacli other 
utterly, they had become quarrelsome 
so that in the end the honey of their 
romance had turned to gall. 

Asked Him to Take Her Back. 

Her husband had obtained a divorce 
from her last September, but the decree 
did not become effective until Jan. & 
this year. On that night, purposely 
ridding herself of young Noble's pres- 
ence, she went hysterically to the tele- 
phone in her apartments and called up 
Walter Lispenard Suydam Jr., her for- 
mer husband, at his town rooms at § 
West Fifty-sixth street. She implored 
him to forgive her and become her hus- 
band again. 

“Walter, for God’s sake, take me 
back!"’ she cried. ‘‘Walter, I have made 
a terrible mistake, and | know I am 
‘asking you too much, perhaps. cut, 
Walter, I love—I love you now. There 
could never be another man I could love 
as I love you. 

“It was all, Walter, because you did 
not love me enough. Because you would 
go away and stay -for months and I 
brooded over the neglect. It has not 
been this boy’s fault. But, for God's 
sake, Walter, can't you understand how 
it came to be mine?” 

What his reply was she never told the 
confidant who sat in the room as she 
made the plea to Suydam. But she 
had a wild attack of weeping immedi- 
utely thereafter. And then she said: 

“After all, I suppose I'll have to go 
through with it. I suppose I'll have to 
marry Fred, though truly, 1 never real- 
ly loved him. But he has threatened 
to kill himself if J] don’t, and I am 
afraid he will, And that would be 
frightful. So I'll go on with it. Vn 
marry him!” 

Then she arose and went to her bed- 
room and from under a pillow drew 
forth her divorce papers. She displayed 
them, told what they were, and said in 
bitterness and tears: “These will. be my 
wedding present.’’ 

For three months at least prior to 
the granting of the divorce to Suydam 
and his wife's marriage to, young No- 
bie, her mother, a proud, wealthy old 
womah who has also a _ residence in 
Washington, put aside all difference that 
she may have had with her daughter 
and did her utmost to effect a reconcili- 
ation between Suydam and his runaway 
wife. She made her most recent efforts 
at the earnest instigation of her daugh- 
ter. 

One week- before she married the 
blond-haired, irresponsible Noble, Mrs. 
Noble went to ber mother’s spacious, 
old-fashioned home in  Grammercy 
Square from her own gaudy little rooms 
in West Twelfth street as a luncheon 
guest. There was only one other—that 
was her divorced husband. She spoke 
of this meeting hopelessly. 

“It seemed awfully queer,” she said, 
“for me to be sitting there opposite 
him and our talking together with as 
much restraint and formality as if we 
were utter strangers. But no word was 
epoken of the past whatsoever—~and 
none of the future, either.”’

The house was soon destroyed and in 
the ruins were found the bodies. A 
report was spread that a few minutes 
before the fire started a man was seen 
running away from the house. 

Coroner E. F. Gollins held an inquest 
in which he was assisted by Dr. J. R. 
Sudderth.

It was discovered, it is said, that both 
women were soon to become mothers. 
Wounds on the heads of the victims 
were made either by bullets or with a

applied numerous tests to White to de- 
termine whether he was her brother. 
Her verdict was against him. 

Attorney Frederick H. Bacon, who 
represents the receiver for the bank, will 
not rest upon the testimony of Mrs. 
kimmel and Mrs. Bonslett to estabiish 
his case. The New York Life Insurance 
Co. is fighting the case on the theory 
tnat White is Kimmel, and that as 
Kimmel is alive it is not obligated to 
pay the $5000 policy, and two $10,000 
policies which are collatera@lly involved 
in the case. 

Attorney Bacon will put.on the wit- 
ness stand John B. Swinney of New 
Mexico to testify that he saw Kimmel 
shot and killed in the woods near Coes 
Bay, Ore., Aug. 14, 1898, two weeks aft- 
@r Kimmel disappeared from Arkansas 
City, Kan., where he was cashier of 
his uncle’s bank, the Farmers’ 
Bank of Arkansas City. 
Swinney arrived in St. Louis Monday, 
prepared to repeat in court the testi- 
mony he gave in his deposition six 
weeks ago. He then testified that he 
and Kimmel, with Rebert M. Snyder of 
Kansas City, now dead, and a stranger 
named Johnson went to Oregon to 
search for a hidden treasure of $40,000 
in gold. Finding $4000 of the money, 
they started to a small town. On the 
way Johnson shot Kimmel and was in 
turn shot by Swinney, according to his 
deposition. Swinney said he and Sny- 
der buried the two bodies in the woods 
and went home. 


Swinney Has Been in Prison. 
Swinney told that he has. served 


three terms in the penitentiary for train 
robbery and murder, but strongly  in- 
sisted that his story of the death of 
Kimmel was true. 

The tangled case was complicated 
further Monday when the New York 
Life Insurance Co. filed a deposition 
accompanied by the registers and ledg- 
ers of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel for 
the years 1897 and 1898. The purpose is 
to show that R. M. Snyder, who is sup- 
posed to have gone with Kimmel and 
others in 1898 to Oregon, where Kim- 
mel is said to have died, was residing at 
the Waldorf-Astoria and could not have 
accompanied the party. 

The proving of this point, however, 
conflicts with the testimony of White, 
the insurance company’s principal wit- 
ness, who says he was slugged by the 
party in St. Louis in August, 1898. 
The books of the hotel will be offered 
to seek to prove that Snyder resided 
there continuously from Dec. 11, 18987, to

GBDORGE A. KIMMEL, banker, 
who disappeared from Arkansas 
City, Kan., July 28, 1898, is dead. He 
was murdered in an Oregon forest 
in August, 1898, by J. A. Johnson, 
one of his three comrades in a 
search for buried gold. Johnson also 
tried to kill John B. Swinney, but 
'winney killed him. 

Kimmel and Johnson were buried 
in one grave, and their fate was 
kept secret by a compact between 
Swinney and. a surviving comrade, 
from which Swinney was released by 
the latter’s death. 

The former Auburn (N. Y.) convict 
known as A. J. White, who contends 
that he is Kimenel, is an impostor, 
and is really ‘““‘Tarkey’’. White, a for- 
mér railroad mam, Who was in the 
Missouri Penitentiary in 1897 under 
the name of King. White does not 
resemble Kimmel, and the relatives 
of Kimmel have denounced him as 
an impostor.

CASE WAS ARGUED NOV. 7 





Court Holds Showing on Failure 
to Pay Dividends Is Insuffi- 
cient for Action. 


A demurrer to the petition of Thom- 
as E. Burrow and Franklin B. Wetzel, 
stockholders of the MHamilton-Brown 


Shoe Co., for a receivership for the con- 
cern was sustained Monday by Circuit 
Judge Homer and the proceeding for a 
receiver was stopped. 

The suit was filed Oct. 7. It was di- 
rected particularly against A. D. Brown 
and three of the directors, but all nine 
of the directors were named as defend- 
ants. The demurrer was filed and ar- 
gued several weeks ago and taken under 
advisement. 

Burrow, who owns 195 shares, and 
Wetzel, who owns six shares, alleged 
that no dividend had been paid when 
one should have been paid, and that A. 
LD. Brown, with the consent of three 
directors, invested the assets of the 
company in capital stock of a foreign 
corporation, causing a loss. 

Showing Called Insufficient. 

Judge Homer, discussing the first al- 
legation, in giving his opinion, said: “‘It 
‘s possible that a case might be made 
that would authorize the Court to take 
the property of a corporation into its 
hands; examine its affairs and order a 
Gividend, but 1 do not feel, even if the 
Court had the power, that any showing 
has been made as would warrant such 
action.” 

The other allegations, he said, were 
conclusions of the law and did not set 
forth such facts as would justify the 
failure of the plaintifs to demand action 
on the part of the board of uirectors. 

“It is not sufficient,’’ he said, ‘‘to al- 
lege, as has been done, that four direc- 
tors wholly control and direct the man- 
agement, and that the other directors 
are subservient to them. It is neces- 
sary to set forth with particularity in 
what way they direct or control such 
affairs. 

Only 4 Directors Interested. 

“Tt is to be noted that only four of the 
12 directors are personally interested in 
the acts referred to in the second count, 
and only these four would,be defendants 
in-an agtion brought by the corporation. 

“It is not to be assumed that the other 
rine, who are in no way financially in- 
terested, will not act if requested, as 
the law requires them to act for the 
benefit of the corporation.”’

That large sums of money for this pur- 


pose are being raised in either New York 
or Chicago and sent into Ohio, there is 
ample evidence to be had on every hand. 
The best guessers are of the opinion that 
either George W. Perkins or a syndi- 
cate of Chicago admirers of Col. Roose- 
velt, headed by A. H. Revell, are sup- 
plying the funds to capture for Roose- 
velt the 46 delegates from this State to 
the next national convention.

At the Olympic Sunday evening a 
large and unusually appreciative audi- 
ence heard this newest Lehar opera 
and immediately stamped it with St. 
Louis’ approval. Not only the opera, 
but the company, excels’ the usual 
music play so far that it was a pleasure 
to witness the progress the play and 
singers made in changing an indifferent 
audience into an unusually friendly one. 

Repeated curtain calls brought a 
charming little curtain speech from Mar- 
cuerita Sylva at the close of the second 
act, after ‘se had made the emphatic 
hit of the play in her singing of ‘‘The 
Melody of Love.” Even after the speech 
there was an additional curtain call, and 
the orchestra was forced to play the 
number three times as an overture to 
the second act. Then and there, wheth- 
er worthy or not, “The Melody of Love” 
had placed itself beside the ‘Merry 
Widow” waltz in-at least one audience’s 
popular approval. Having accomplished 
this, the rest was vocally all in favor of 
“Gypsy Love,” for some of the solos and 
concerted numbers in this newest op- 
eretta are fully worthy of the excellent 
voices that are singing them, and the 
voices are worthy of the best that light 
opera offers. 

Assisting Miss Sylva, and at times, al- 
most equalling her in vocal ability, is 
the work of Arthur Albro, the young 
Russian tenor, who sings the Jozsi role. 
In the first duet with the star in “The 
Land of Fancy” he revealed a voice of 
excellent purity and range that was the 
first surprise and delight of the even- 
ing. In the second act, he added to 
the splendid impression made earlier, 
almost equally sharing honors’ with 
Miss Sylva. Being of the temperament 
usually found in Italian opera, we may 
expect some day to hear more of him 
in purely singing organizations. 

Others in the company who do much to 
make it pleasing abave the ordinary are 
Miss Frances Demarest, who not only 
sings sweetly but dances sprightly; Dor- 
othy Webb, the petite soubrette, who 
was once @ Delmar favorite; George 
Bickel, who-nhiixes Gefman and English 
into an irresistiblé laugh-potion, a half 
dozen or more minor characters who are 
well selected, a chorus fully equal to 
all the opera’s demands, and an orches- 
tra that is no small feature of the per- 
formance. 

The result of it all is that after long 
wooing by Many composers, “The Mer- 
ry Widow” succumbs to “Gypsy Love.’’

Giovacchini Sings Title Role, 
With Lidia Levy a Purely 
Songful Gilda. 





AN AMAZING CONDUCTOR 





Chevalier Guerrieri, Without 
Score or Baton, Tempestuous- 
ly Directs Work.

TALIAN CONSUL BROLETTI, Hec- 
tor Dufranne and Armand Crabbe of 
the Metropolitan-Philadelphia - Chi- 
cago Opera Company, Dr. Ernest Saxl 
of the Symphony Society and many 
other lovers of the tone-drama were at 
the Shubert on Sunday night to hear 
the Lambardi Grand Opera Company in 
“Rigoletto,’”’ the opening bill of its two 
week's engagement. 

Between the acts they foregathered in 
the foyer and discussed the work of the 
Lambardi singers, agreeing that it was 
very good indeed, and, during the per- 
formance, they were generous with well- 
deserved applauge. Dufranne, who sings 
the Toreador in tonight’s “Carmen” at 
the Odeon, was keenly interested. 

Baritone Giovacchini, so big and so 
dramatic that he continually reminded 
one of George Baklanoff, the giant Rus- 
sian singer, who was heard in the same 
role during the Boston Opera Company’s 
engagement at the Olympic three sea- 
sons ago, was the Rigoletto of the 
night. 
impressive in its dramatic aspect and 
his sonorous and well-handled voice 
thrilled with sincere feeling, madé him 
an instant favorite with his first St. 
Louis audience. 

The role of the Duke of Mantua was 
admirably sung, in the true Italian 
style, by Salvatore Sciaretti, a -hand- 
some young tenor “discovered” by Sig- 
nor Lambardi, who meets the trying 
demands of this part’s score so easily 
that it is a delight to hear him. He 
won an undeniable triumph that prom- 
ises much for his future appearances. 

Perhaps the most emphatic singing 
surprise of the evening was encoun- 
tered in Mme. Lidia Levy, sometimes 
called ‘‘the little Tetrazzini,’’ who was 
cast as Gilda. A mere shred of a girl, 
so physically frail, indeed, that one 
wonders at the occasional great volume 
of her voice, Levy sings like a full- 
throated bird, and, apparently, with the 
same passionate relish of her own 
sweet achievement. Her freshness and 
purity of tone are delightful. 

The massive voice of Alceste Mori, a 
new Italian basso, was finely employed 
in the Sparafucile role, and Adalgisa 
Giana acquitted herself creditably as 
Maddalena. <A typical Italian chorus 
Sang with characteristic Italian fervor 
and precision. 

Standing in the center of the orches- 
tra’'s marshaled forces, without score or 
baton, Chevalier Fulgenzio Guerriéri 
conducted the performance. He’s a won- 
der. He acts in pantomime for the in- 
spiring and encouraging of singers and 
instrumentalists alike. 

His hands are marvels of Italian elo- 
quence. His dark face is somber and 
brooding. In the tense moments of 
Verdi’s great story of the Court Fool’s 
miscarried revenge, when orchestra and 
principals aiike came under his spell of 
tempestuous leadership, the Chevalier 
Guerrieri seemed a stormy Latin tragedy 
in evening clothes. 

Nothing like him in operatic conduc- 
torship has ever before been seen in St. 
Louis. At times his curious personality 
dominates the performance, dramatical- 
ly dwarfing even the stars themselves. 
And always he gives one the impres- 
siom of being vastly melancholy and 
just a bit recklessly disdainful of: life. 
You won’t forget him easily, 

“Lucia di Lammermoor’’ is tonight’s 
bill. Lidia Levy sings the title role. 
Manuel Salazar, a Spanish tenor, is 
Edgar of Ravenswood. Angelo Antola, 
greatly beloved in St. Louis. since 
earlier Lambardi days, is cast as Hen- 
ry Ashton, and other capable singers 
will be presented. 

“DR. DE LUXE” AT CENTURY. 

Ralph Herz in “Dr de Luxe” kept the 
audience laughing Sunday night at the 
Century Theater. The lines in the first 
act are bright and witty. In the second 
the action is ludicrous. In the thira 
scene the movement is swift and enter- 
taining. 

The comedy is built for laughing pur- 
poses only, and it serves its mission 
well. It will remain at the Century two 
weeks. Herz tis droll and eccentric and 
is a continual source of merriment for 
the audience. He jis on the stage most 
of the time, too, and seems to enjoy 
seeing the audience laugh. Several times 
Sunday night he had to stop and wait 
until the audience quit laughing before 
he presented another absurdity that 
drew more laughs. 

Polly Prim, who plays Sadie, the 
‘girl with the slang,’ runs a close sec- 
ond to the star in providing side-split- 
ting merriment. She and Harry Delf, 
who plays Dennis, the “tough” office 
boy, present a line of slang that is up 
to the minute. 

The chorus of kiddies and the chorus 
of young women with their dogs and 
cats are pretty, graceful and entertain- 
ing. The plot of the play—if there is a 
piot—follows the adventures of John 
Truesdale, played by Mr. Herz, from 
the time he enters the dog hospital 
with a small boy who has been injured 
by an automobile. He is employed as 
an assistant, and later is sent to a fash- 
ionable home to care for a dog. He is 
mistaken for a real doctor who Is to act 
as Dr. Melleville’s assistant. Many of 
the absurdities of the play are present-

Father Burrowes Begins 


St. Louis U. 
in Athletics 


Jesuit Also Favors Education on 
Broad Lines to Fit Students 
for Business. 





On the first class day of his new 
presidency of St. Louis University, the 
Rev. Father Alexander J. Burrowes, 3. 
J., said Monday: ‘‘The average college 
graduate must experience a hard drop 
and a bump to his conceit before he can 
begin a business success.” 

He was explaining in an interview 
with a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
why believes that the general busi- 
ness chances of the young man of to- 
day are not as good as they were for 
the young man of 30 years ago. 

fle argued that competition is more 
keen and that the supply of talent ex- 
ceeds the demand in these days of 
strong competition. These conditions 
make it imperative’ that men shall be 
well prepared and trained in their youth, 
giving the college-bred boy the ad- 
vantage over others. 

“The trouble is that a great many 
college graduates are not willing to start 
at the bottom of the business ladder,” 
he said. “A youth, with a broad, fine 
education back of him, thinks ‘it is un- 
just that he should have to start into 
some office at $10 a week when some 
mechanic who never was in a college 
class room is drawing $30 or $40 a week. 

Must Start at Bottom, 

“‘*He doesn’t realize that his education 
has been discipliné to prepare him to 
begin work and that he must start at 
the bottom, where everybody else has 
to start. But if he is willing to start 
humbly he will find that his education 
will help him progress more rapidly than 
the uneducated man, and the time will 
come when he will have distanced the 
uneducated mechanic.” 

In this connection Father Burrowes 
declared himself. in favor of a broad, 
general education rather than special- 
ized schooling. He argued that the 
average young man doesn't find himself 
until he is along towards 2 years old 
and that often when he does he finds 
his special training has been a mis- 
take. 

‘‘Suppose a young man enter a leather 
house,” he _ continued. ee 
enough that he know a vast deal about 
leather. At a thousand points his house 
will touch the outside world. It will 
have ramifications into Europe and the 
islands of the sea. It will have business 
relations with many men and many ac- 
tivities.. The young man to succeed in 
such a house must have the mental cul- 
tivation that will enable him to under- 
stand all these ramifications and make 
use of them.”’ 

Installed Simply. 
Father Burrowes was installed presi- 
dent of St. Louis formally by a simple 
ceremony Sunday. At an assemblage 
of the members of the faculty a decree 
from Rome naming him head of the 
school was read. From that moment he 
was officially in charge. . Monday he 
was presented to the students at a con- 
vocation in the auditorium at Grand 
avenue and Pine streets. Afterwards 
he will visit all the departmental schools 
scattered throughout the city. 
Vigorous in appearance is this new 
leader of the university. He is slightly 
more than six feet tall, well propor- 
tioned and athletic. His strong face, 
with its firm lips and chin, is relieved 
from severity by kindly gray eyes that 
sparkle when he smiles. His forehead 
is high and his head is covered with 
close-cropped iron gray hair. His move- 
rients are elastic and he appears to be 
in good bodily health. 
Himself a baseball player in his youth 
—he says he was graduated from a cor- 
ner lot “towh ball’ into a player on 
his college team at Woodstock, N. J. 
He believes in athletics for his school. 
He said he would continue the athletic 
policy of his predecessor, the late Rev. 
Father Frieden. 

Believes in Athletics, 
“Athletics in a college serve a three- 
fold purpose,” he said Monday. “They 
encourage the body of students to take 
wholesome exercise, they advertise the 
school and they bring the different de- 
partments into closer relationships than 
anything else will. 

“Physical exercise is necessary to the 
well-being of every man. The brain is 
a physical organ. It can be worn out 
just the same as any other part of the 
body. When it is working the blood is 
drawn to it from other organs-—-the 
stomach, for instance, where it is needed 
to help digestion. Unless this pressure 
is relieved, the brain will wear out 

Exercise will draw the blood away from 
the brain, allowing it to rest while other 

organs are doing their work and getling 
their share of attention.

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’ THE “BALANCE OF POWER.” 
The total vote on which President Taft was 
elected in 1908 was 14,887,133. Had it reached 
15,000,000 it would have accounted still for not 
more than one in six of the total population. 
which, as counted two years later, reached 92,100,- 
000. This has a significance closely connected 
with President Taft’s highly significant explana- 
tion that in 1910 “the defeat of the Republican 
party came not from an increase in Democratic 
votes, but from a defection of Republican votes, 
i. e., of its own members who stayed at home 
and refused to stand by the party in what they 
regarded as a failure to redeem its pledges.” 

Rightly understood, this is an explanation of 
how the results of this year’s presidential elec- 
[tion will be decided. The balance of power which 
decides between parties belongs first of all to 
independent thinkers who cannot be controlled by 
the managers of either party, because their intel- 
ligence averages higher than that of party man- 
agers. Although they are a minority at all times, 
their moral and intellectual influence is para- 
mount at every actual crisis. The balance of 
power numerically through which this moral 
and intellectual independence is exerted belongs 
to honest partisans in both parties, who though 
they will not “cross party lines” except in the 
great crises, when parties are being broken up, 
“refuse to stand by the party” when it is wrong 
and do not vote*at all unless they. can vote con- 
scientiously. 

After telling his Ohio supporters that there were 
honest Republicans enough to defeat the Repub- 
lican party two years ago, President Taft might 
have shown that this “silent vote” is increasing 
much faster than population. While barely one in 
six of the population was represented in the 
total vote on which he was elected President, 
'more than one in five of the total population 
voted 20 years before in the presidential election 
of 1888. It might be supposed that this is due 
to the rapid increase of immigration. On the 
contrary, it is most marked in states where im- 
migration has been least. As it operates through 
both parties, it shows decreasing confidence in 
those who control both. This may be interpreted 
as evidence of increasing intelligence in the 
voter. However it is interpreted, it means that 
this year’s election will be controlled by this “si- 
lent vote” of men who will not vote at all unless 
they can vote conscientiously. 

The party which can gain the confidence of 
its own minority of conscientious partisans can 
win easily against the party which goes on trying 
to “fool all the people all the time.”

King Cotton, the ante bellum tyrant, has van- 
ished forever. King Steel, just as much inflated 
with a sense of his own importance, just as im- 
pudent and dictatorial in his demand that Gov- 
ernment policies furthering his interests shall 
have paramountcy over all other policies andyjust 
as unsparing of the tears and blood of those bound 
to him in service, has taken King Cotton’s place. 

Involuntary servitude under King Cotton dif- 
fered in kind but hardly in degree from involun- 
tary servitude under King Steel. The frightful 
conditions imposed on labor in the steel industry 
in Pennsylvania, shielded from foreign competi- 
tion by high tariff and deriving no small part of 
its revenues from the manufacture of war material 
for the Government, have been made a subject of 
special investigation ty the Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World. 

The national] attention cannot be diverted from 
this investigation while it continues. The results 
will have a particularly intimate relation with 
public questions under close examination during 
the current year. More than 50 per cent of the 
workers in this industry are compelled to labor 
12 hours a day, seven days a week. Their share 
of incredible earnings paying dividends on hun- 
dreds of millions of watered securities is $1.50 a 
day.

The Schmidt Theories.

Dur- 
ing seven and a half years in the pres- 
idency he did not lift his hand to se- 
cure a reduction of tariff taxation. 

He has denounced railroad rebatinz, 
but when the special attorneys whom 
he appointed to investigate charges of 
rebating by the Atchison Railroad rec- 
ommended the prosecution of the offi- 
cial of that railroad by whose office the 
rebating was done, he rejected the rec- 
ommendation because the inculpated of- 
ficial was his friend, Paul Morton. 

He has denounced trusts, but when 
the biggest of them wished to absorb 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co., which 
was likely to be merged with the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Co., which would 
have resulted in creating a formidable 
competitor, he sanctioned the merger. 
and is now the avowed champion of the 
steel corporation. 

When George H. Earle Jr. laid before 
him the evidence against the Sugar 
Trust, on which he subsequently, with- 
out the help of the Government, ob- 
tained judgment, Mr. Roosevelt was in- 
different and took no action. 

Instead of regulating the trusts by 
law, Mr. Roosevelt would have them 
regulated by the discretion of a Com- 
missioner of Corporations. 

Instead of proceeding by law against 
corporations, he preferred to make 
speeches about “‘malefactors of great 
wealth,” which were calculated to 
arouse animosity to wealth as such. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s opposition to the 
pending arbitration treaties Is at vari- 
ance with the traditional policy of this 
country and adverse to the progress of 
civilization.

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Water as Food. 

N the light of certain statistics given 
by WJ McGee in World’s Work, the 
old sentence of ‘“‘bread and water’’ does 
not, at all events, sound like starvation 
rations. For men and other animals 
water is the leading food. The average 
human ration is some six pounds daily, 
four and ‘one-half liquid and one and 
one-half nominally solid. A pound of 
grain is the equivalent of two tons of 
water used by the growing wheat, and 
a pound of beef the equivalent of fif- 
teen to thirty tons of water consumed 
by the beeves chiefly in the form of 
feed; and the adult who eats 200 pounds 
each of bread and beef in a year con- 
sumes something like a ton of water 
in drink and the equivalent of 400 tons

[) his wife was relatively slow and 
deliberate. He grew to love the 


glitter of the footlights and the ap- 
plause of the public; she always clung 
to the hearth and the small circle of 
cronies. He was a difficult man for any 
wife to live with—enormously active and 
energetic, whimsical, changeable and in- 
consistent; a great stickler for punctu- 
ality and regularity in some things, yet 
the greatest breaker of all rules and 
regulations when it pleased him to be 
so. As life advanced, he grew- more 
and more nervous, and needed greater 
change and distraction, which he sought 
in frequent travel and a bewildering va- 
riety of active interests. Mrs. Dickens, 
a motherly soul, could not appreciate or 
sympathize with the eccentricities of 
genius: she found his ways and habits 
and some of his friends much too me- 
teoric and brilliant, while some of her 
own friends and relations irritated him 
to the verge of desperation. He felt 
that she had not grown with his 
growth, but always tried, oh, so very 
hard, to be considerate and sympathetic. 
She showed long patience and perse- 
verance, which at last became sullen 
and somewhat stubborn. Through all 
their life together, through all the long 
friction that ended in the separation, 
through the gradually growing realiza- 
tion by each of the impossibility of com- 
pletely understanding the other, there 
still persisted a strong personal affec- 
tion and feeling of loyalty, a bitter re- 
gret that conditions should have become 
strained. 

On the sole ground of complete incom- 
patibility—of tastes, interests and na- 
tures—they separated, on friendly terms. 
The gadflies of society, setting rumors 
afloat, stung Dickens into a public state- 
ment that was undoubtedly unwise, for 
it attracted the attention of thousands 
who would have known nothing of the 
matter. The high-strung nature. re- 
mained sensitive on this point to the 
very last, and even in his will there Is 
a suggestion of defense against some 
possible charge of having treated his 
wife ungenerously in money matters. 

In the books, Mrs. Dickens does not 
appear. From their first meeting to the 
time of his death, Dickens seems to 
have invested her with a sort of sanc- 
tity, and he never consciously took one 
trait or incident from her character or 
life to weave into his work. Though he 
drew from friends of the family known 
when he was only four or five years old, 
though he converted the orphan servant 
girl from Chatham Workhouse into Dick 
Swiveller’s ‘‘Marchioness,”” though he 
laughed at his father as William Dorrit 
and as Mr. Micawber, and chaffed his 
mother as Mrs. Micawber and Mrs. 
Nickelby, though he used his impres- 
sions of his sister Fanny, of his first 
sweetheart, and of his young compan- 
ion, Mary Hogarth, he made no literary 
use of the character of his wife. To 
him, she was sacred, to the last.—From

GLEW TO IDENTITY 
OF BOMB SLAYER 


Man With Woman When She 
Was Killed in New York Is <¢ 
Stenographer. 








NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Coroner Fein- 
berg is quoted today as saying the po- 
lice are wrong in suspecting Charles M. 
Dickinson of killing his protege, Mrs. 
Helen Taylor, with a bomb Saturday 
night. 


“It is absurd to think any man would 
hand a person a bomb and then calmly 
sit within five feet while the thing was 
exploding. Someone else is the mur- 
derer of that woman,”’ says he. 

The police attached considerable im- 
portance to the discovery in the apart- 
ment of a printed card inscribed: 

AMERICAN IGNITER COMPANY. 
AMERICAN ELECTRICAL FUSE CO. 

MUSKEGON, MICH. 
J. H. TAYLOR, NEW YORK. 

Only the name of J. H. Taylor was 
not printed. It was written in black 
ink and on the identity of this hand 
writing will hinge a most important 


question. The words ‘“‘New York” were 


printed in red and the rest of the card 
in black. 

William B. McCurdy, who represents 
the American Electrical Fuse Co. of 


Muskegon, Mich., said he recalled a J. 


H. Taylor who had represented the 


company here two or three years ago. 


McCurdy understood that Taylor came 


from Plattsburg, N. Y., and that he 
bad died a year or more ago. McCurdy 
has not seen Taylor in the last two 
years, he says, and knew nothing of 
his family affairs. McCurdy does no: 
know Dickinson. 


It is known that the slain woman 


claimed to be the wife of Howard Tay-] 
lor, formerly a privaté in the United 
States Army, but who is reported to 
have died last fall in Plattsburg, N. Y., 
his home. His discharge from the army, 
for disability, it is understood, was found 
among the woman's effects, together 
with a letter indicating she had written 
to Taylor's sister in Plattsburg, asking 
for it, some months ago. 


Whether this Taylor calied hinrself J. 


Hi. Taylor is not known, but the police 
do not think so. They believe that an- 
other man, and likely several, have been 
posing as J..H. Taylor, and as Such han- 
died electrical fuse apparatus of the kind 
indicated by the card. 


Whether they think that Dickinson 


was one of the impersonators of J. H. 
Taylor, the police will not say. 


The police also found in Dickinson's 


furnished room at 36 West Sixty-first 
street, where he seldom slept, but which 
he gave as his address to the officers of 
the United States Motors Co., where he 
Was employed as stcnographer to the 
chief engineer, a printed circular de- 
scribing an electrical sparking device. 


Fragments of the bomb, its container 


and pieces of the paper wrapping were 
seen at the West Sixty-eighth police 
station last night. The most significant 
thing is that the address on the outside 
wrapper, which is of coarse paper such 
as grocers use, is typewritten. The frag 
iments bear the word ‘“Taylor”’ and ad- 
dress, 18% West Seventy-seventh street, 
but there are triple spaces between each 
word instead of the usual space, It is 
intended today to compare the typewrit- 
ing With that of the machine usea by 
Dickinson in the United States Motors 
Co. office. According to experts, type- 
writing machines possess as many indi- 
vidual characteristics as men.
